steel die, having the general figure of the article to be ornamented, the said die 
being engraved or sunk internally with the required design or ornament. A rota- 
| tory motion being given to the die and the article within it by means of a lathe or 
other machine, a pressing or burnishing tool is pressed with great force against the 
rotating body, and the metal of the said body is pressed against the interior of the 
ornamented die, and thereby made to receive, or is impressed with, the design or 
ornament on the die. In this way various articles, or parts of articles, of tin-plate 
may be ornamented.

| production of hydro-carbons, illuminating gas, &c., has been invented 
by Mr. Jonn Pattison, of Airdrie, He distils off the products which 
go over at a low temperature by admitting super-heated steam into 
the retort ; and, as to the other products, he secures the largest pos- 
| sible quantity of permament gases by passing the vapours through 
| highly-heated bricks, coke, scrap-iron, or other equivalent, in a close 
|chamber. The final solid residuum may be ground for blacking, or 
used for charcoal, or fuel for heating the retorts, or for other ordi- 
nary heating purposes.

There have been a good many drops for 
which tin producers have been utterly unable toaccount, and it would 
have been not a whit surprising if another had been added to the 
number, Under ordinary conditions, and seeing the trifling quantity 
Australian tin—in the market, a rise migh 
Asit is, we suppose we must be thank 
ful for small mercies, until the emancipator from our present thral- 
dom shall arise. The latest new idea in the way of keeping down 
prices is the Mexican tin, the discovery of which has been reported 
justas itis beginning to be recognised that the Australian tin cannothe 
for long a formidable competitor to our mines—cannot be produced, 
that is, upon terms that will fairly enable it to compete with them 
at anything approaching present prices. We shall be told, however, 
now that Mexico is keeping prices down, and so it will go on until 
some mine, or confederation of mines, rather, has wit enough and 
strength enough to grapple with the difficulty boldly. The mine meet- 
ings, which are being held in such numbers at present, all testify in 
the most unmistakeable and unsatisfactory manner to the condition 
in which the reduction of the standards, both of tinand copper, in com 
junction with the high prices of coal and materials, and the labour 
difficulty, have brought our adventurers. Mines that this time last 
year paid good dividends now pay small ones. Those that paid small 
dividends have a struggle to make both ends meet. Those that just 
balancedare makingcalls. And those which aforetime were “callers” 
are now, so far as the bulk is concerned, either “ knocked” orlikely 
to be. A cheering prospect, truly! 

Yet for most of these evils there must be a remedy somewhere, 
The high price of coal can be to a great extent met by more eco 
nomy in itsuse. Speaking broadly, we may challenge contradiction 
when we say that throughout our mining districts, as 4 whole, one 
third of what is supplied as coal is not worthy of the name, and that 
only a third of the total quantity does adequate work, or rather, 
perhaps, does the full work that it should do if the combustion ar 
rangements and the engines generally were up to the mark of the 
hest, and the stoking thoroughly efficient. And then part of the 
labour difficulty, part, also, of the low price of produce and of the 
high cost of materials, would be met by more efficient dressing 4)- 
pliances—more efficient, that is, both in the direction of preventing 
waste and of automatic action. These things must come. Perhaps 
the exhibition of the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic Society, which has 
done so much for mining, next week will help us.

We learn from one of the partners of M. Yates and Co., coal- 
masters, &c., Auchinlee, that a change is about to take place in that 
firm, by which Mr. Yates will cease to represent the co-partnership 
here, but Mr. Gibb will continue in the management of the works.

A meeting of the representatives of the Scotch mineowners was 
held here yesterday for the purpose of hearing and approving of the finally adjusted 
amendments on the ‘‘ Special Rules,” previous to their being submitted to the 
Home Office for confirmation. 

A miners’ conference was held here yesterday, when reports were 
read from some 24 districts. They treated principally of the questions of weighing, 
pit ventilation, and federation, in a favouravle and satisfactory tone. Mr. Mac- 
donald was glad to hear from all the districts that an effort was being made on the 
part of the masters to adopt the principles of fair and just weighing; and heasked 
the miners to raise their voice combinedly to make the air of their mines as pure 
as that in the drawing-room of the patrician or the home of the peasant. 

The directors of Merry and Cuninghame state that out of the 
profits they propose paying a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. on the six months 
to June 30, and adding a bonus of 10 per cent. (or 7s. a share), leaving 37,489/. to be 
carried forward, This dividend is equal to 20 per cent. per annum, free of tax. 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


Aug. 22.—The compulsory introduction of the system of paying 
for coal-getting by weight, instead of by measure is still the all- 
absorbing topic in this district, the effect of the change, so far as it 
has hitherto proceeded, having been to completely cripple the trade 
of South Lancashire. On Friday and Saturday in last week the 
matter was discussed at delegate meetings held in Wigan, at which 
were present about 200 miners, regresenting upwards of 30,000 
workmen in the neighbourhood of Farnworth, Kersley, St.Helen’s, 
Bolton, and Wigan. Resolutions were adopted affirming that the 
miners of the district were unanimously determined to get coal 
by weight,and not by measure, “‘ whatever Mr. Dickinson, Inspector 
of Mines for East Lancashire, may have said to the contrary ;” con- 
demning the action of the colliery proprietors in obtaining exten- 
sions of time; requesting miners to work on the measuring system 
for a short time longer, but calling upon the executive committee 
of their association to consider the matter, with a view to the in- 
fluencing of employers to obtain machines without delay. 

The appointment of Mr, Thomas Bell to the post of Inspector of 
South-West Lancashire and North Wales mining district has given 
universal satisfaction. Mr. Bell had acted as assistant to the late 
Mr. Higson for some months, and during that time has become ex- 
ceedingly popular in the district; and the unanimous wish of em- 
ployers and employed was that he might be chosen to fiil the 
vacant post. 

Prices in the Coal Trade continue stiff, and it is confidently asserted 
that no reductions in prices may be expected this year. In the Iron 
Trade, too, although it can scarcely be hoped that this winter will 
equal last, there is no doubt as to the trade continuing very ani- 
mated. There is a great demand for steel wire and railway rolling 
stock, and iron ore fully maintains it value. 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

August 21.—The Coal and Coke Trade has been very quiet so far 
as the shipping trade is concerned this week, only a small amount, 
comparatively, of business having been done. The tendency still 
continues to restrict the amount of business of all kinds rather than 
reduce the price of any article. Itis, however, difficult to conceive 
that this can continue for any length of time. No reduction of any 
moment has taken place in the price of coals and coke, and yet 
stocks are accumulating at many places, and small coals especially 
are quite a drug in the market at present. 

Borings for coal are in progress at many places in Northumber- 
land and Durham. Near Bilton, on the North-Eastern Railway, 
borings are being made on the large Buston Estate, for the purpose 
of proving the coal seams. A seam of coal, | ft. 6 in. in thickness, 
has been proved, and it is expected that another seam, 4 ft. in thick- 
ness, will be found at a depth of about 65 fathoms from the surface. 
Borings are also in progress on the Chevington Estate, near Ack- 
lington, where Messrs. Bell Brothers, the extensive ironmasters, in- 
tend to open out large collieries. The great winning at Silksworth, 
near Sunderland, has proved acomplete success, the two main seams 

-the Maudlin and Hutton—have been found in great perfection and 
good thickness. The Hutton seam has been found at a depth of 
295 fathoms upwards of 4 ft. in thickness. Coal working has com- 
menced, and a small quantity is now shipped, but a large quantity 
of coal may be expected to be put out here ina short time; of course, 
a large capital has been expended, the sinkings having occupied al- 
together about seven years. The largest winding-engines yet used 
in coal mining have been erected here, and the ropes are worked on 
large conical drums. Each engine has a pair of high-pressure cylin- 
ders 45 in. diameter. 

At the Grange Ironworks, near Durham, there is a plentiful sup- 
ply of orders in at present for colliery engines, fan engines, Xc., 
and it is worthy of notice that some new features are being intro- 
duced with some of them with a view to reduce the consumption of 
coal. There is no doubt that great ingenuity has been shown in de- 
signing those arrangements, but we cannot at present give any de- 
tails respecting them; we may, however, remark that something 
like the priciple of the “surface condensers” will be adopted in 
some of the engines. 

The workmen of the Pittington and North Hetton Collieries have 
presented their late engineer, Mr. Elias Clark, with a testimonial of their esteem 
and respect, on his leaving the colliery to take a higher situation at the Cannock 
and Rugeley Colliery, Staffordshire. The presentation consisted of a beautiful time- 
piece, case of drawing instruments, purse of gold, and dress ring for Mrs. Clark. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Aug. 21.—The tone of the Iron Trade is somewhat more buoyant 
this week, and for nearly all descriptions of iron manufactured and 
unmanufactured there is less difficulty in finding purchasers. Buyers 
still, however, limit their purchases to the smallest practicable 
quantities. Where usually orders for 2000 or 4000 tons would be 
given out, now only some 200 or 300 tons are taken atatime. This 
is very conspicuously the case with regard to the United States of 
America. During the whole of last month, and this part of the current month, 
there has not been so much iron cleared to the American States as was, up to a few 
months ago, taking the average, cleared in one week. This tells greatly on the 
trade of the district, and had not Muscovite contracts turned up in greater force 
than for the last year or two, the extensive rail works of Monmouth and Glamor- 
ganshire must have been little better than at a standstill by this time. Russia 
has, however, figured well this year as a purchaser of rail and bridge iron, and con- 
tinues to take considerable quantities. Buyers are well assured that it is useless 
to restrict their purchases in the hope that prices will be lowered, as there is no 
prospect of such a change taking place for many months to come. It is repeated 
that quotations cannot be reduced so long as the cost of coal and labour remains as 
at present. Some of the establishments have been better employed on large orders 
lately, and a rather unusual feature in the week's business is the dispatch of 
1000 tons of bar iron to Dedagh. During the week the following clearances have 
been made :—Dowlais Iron Company, 1000tons barto Dedagh; Aberdare Company, 
324 tons rail to Culmar; Rhymney Company, 103 tons to Cronstadt; Ebbw Vale 
Company, 786 tons rail to Cronstadt; R. Crawshay, 404 tons rail to Lisbon; Rhym- 
ney Company, 520 tons rail to Riga ; Aberdare Company, 309 tons rail to Barcelona; 
Ebbw Vale Company, 285 tons to Antwerp; Rhymney Company, 204 tons to Riga; 
Blaenavon Company, 685 tons to Rotterdam; Aberdare Company, 215 tons rail to 
Aefle; and Dowlais Iron Company, 285 tons rail to Esberg. Tin-plates still quiet. 

The latest movement in the district is the formation of a Coal- 
masters’ Union, Several closed conferences have been held by the 
masters throughout South Wales to consider the matter, and it is 
understood that they have actually formed themselves into a union. 
So much will be paid by every colliery proprietor out of every shil- 
ling profit he makes, and this is to forma fund, out of which a master who has his 
pit stopped through a strike or a lock-out will receive compensation equivalent to 
what his probable profits would be were his pit at work. There is to be an exe- 
cutive, to whom all matters in dispute will be referred, and who will determine the 
course to be taken by the master or masters who cannot bring their men to terms. 
So now there is union against union, and capital pitted against labour in earnest. 


} What this will lead to cannot now be determined, but it is hardly likely to improve 
| the relations between masters and men. 


This union will include ironmasters who 
have collierigs as well as those wo are exclusively coalmasters. It is a strange com- 
bination, and one which appeared a very short time ago as likely to come to pass as 
There has always been a keen rivalry be- 
tween what may be termed iron coalmasters and coalmasters proper, and their in- 
terests huve been generally held to he opposite. In the lute strikes it has been 
shown what slight sympathy existed between the two classes of employers. In- 
deed, more than once a dispute between ironmasters and their miners and iron- 
workers has proved a golden harvest to the coalmasters who had no ironworks, and 


to such circumstances, in no mean measure, are the present high prices to be attri- 
buted ; for with the ironmasters out of competition, many of whom exported im- 
mense quantities of coal, the small coalmasters could command almost any price 
for their coal. 
In the demand for either steam or house coal there is not much 
change to noté, It appears to be less pressing than some proprietors had calenlated 
upon, whoexpected the late disputes wount bvlea on a pressure of orders, This 
has not been the case, however, and there has been no movement in prices. Quo- 
tutions are precisely the same as a month ago, ranging from 20s. to 23s. 6d., ac- 
cording to quality and rise. Work is carried on with somewhat more regularity 
at the pits, and the result isan increase in the output and larger supplies for the 
foriegn markets. Nearly all the men have now resumed work upon the terms 
offered by the masters in regard to the weight question. 
Besides the large amount of coal exported last month the follow- 
ing quantities were conveyed by rail to London :—By the Midland Railway, 147,684 
tons; Great Northern, 87,081 tons ; London and North-Western, 77,427 tons; Great 
Western, 57,428 tons; Great Eastern, 69,558 tons ; and other lines, 4311 tons; mak- 
ing a total of 443,489 tons. 
The directors of the Cardiff and Swansea Smokeless Steam Coal 
Company have declared an interim dividend equal to 12 per cent. per annum. This 
company was successfully launched under the auspices of Mr. H. Russell Evans, 
of Newport. in June last. Improvements and extensions of an important character 
are to be carried out, which will lead toa large increase in the output and profit. 
The directors of the Welsh Steam Coal Collieries (Limited) have pur- 
chased 70 acres of land near Neath, South Wales, under which there are extensive 
beds of steam coal. The necessary works and miners’ cottages will be erected at 
once. This will beneficially augment the supply of steam coal, and help to check 
the inclination of Welsh miners to emigrate. 
Our Swansea correspondent writes :—The recent application made 
by the Swansea Gas Company to the Corporation, for an increase from 165s. to 
1/, 2s. 4d. per lamp per annum, for “ cleaning, lighting, aud repairing” the public 
lamps, has set the Corporation considering how far it would be desirable for them 
to establish new gasworks, for the benefit of the ratepayers. The present price of 
gas is 4s. per 1000 cubic feet, and the dividend is 10 per cent. A committee of the 
‘own Council has been appointed to go fully into the matter. The following im-

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Aug. 21,—The business doing at the lead mines is much the same 
as for some time past, there being nothing sensational or startling, 
as is occasionally to be seen in the reports from other districts, such 
as North Wales, where immense discoveries are so frequently made, 
first by the captains, and then, alas! by the shareholders, who find 
that too much reliance should not be placed on specially prepared 
reports, that are too often mere baits to allure. Therefore, if in Der- 
byshire no great fortunes have been made by those who speculated in lead mines, 
none have been lost, so that of the non-dividend paying concerns in the Journal 
Derbyshire does not figure at all. Some of the mines, however, are paying very 
well, although the capital invested in most of them is comparatively small. The 
collieries continue to doa very good business, there being still a brisk demand, con- 
sidering the season, for house coal, not only for London, but other parts of the 
South of England. There is rather more doing in Steam Coal, but scarcely so much 
as might have been expected for the season. ‘he Ironworks throughout the dis- 
trict are kept very well going, there being a large number of furnaces in blast, 
whilst the mills and foundries have as much as they can do. At Dronfield there 
isthe greatest activity at the works of Messrs. Wilson and Cammell, who are 
tuuning out a very heavy tonnage of Bessemer, upwards of 700 tons a week being 
blown, the greater part of which is rolled into rails, for which there now appears 
to be an almost unlimited demand. Messrs. Lucas are also busy in malleable cast- 
ings, shovels, &c. Inthe neighbourhood of Dronfield, Unstone, and to the south of 
Chesterfield, new collieries are being opened out in all directions, so that for some 
years to come there will be a constantly increasing output of coal, so that Derby- 
shire and Nottinghamshire will be found to show to greater advantage in that re- 
spect than probably any other mining district in the kingdom. 

The Sheffield Trades, or, rather, those branches which have been 
quiet for some time, remain without change, both home and foreign orders comin, 
in very sparingly. The heavy, as well as ordinary plate mills, are doiny very well, 
and the makers of every description of Bessemer material are as active as ever, 
Several of the cutlery houses are doing comparatively little, but makers of edge- 
tools and files are doing a fair business. There appears no signs of the dispute be- 
tween the engineers and their employers being brought to a termination. Neither 
side show a disposition to make any concessions, and a good many of the men have 
left the town. The consumption of coal for manufacturing purposes is not equal 
to what it has been, still prices have not fallen as it was generally expected they 
would do, Throughout the entire of Suuth Yorkshire the Coal Trade, especially in 
household qualities, is very well maintained, and a large tonnage continues to be 
sent over the Great Northern to the metropolis. There has also been a slight in- 
crease during the week in the quantity of coal sent for shipment from the York- 
shire ports. 

Mr. F. J. Foljambe, M.P., of Osberton, has just leased the coal on 
his estates at Brierley and Grimethorpe. The area is said to be upwards of 1600 
acres, and the field contains all the well-known seams, including the Barnsley Thick 
coal, peculiar to South Yorkshire. Adjoining the coal tield about to be opened there 
are several thousands of acres of coal that will doubtless be sought after now that 
a commencement has been made. The Thick coal at Brierley will be about 560 yards 
from the surface, whilst the shaft on seam, from 3 it. to 4 ft. thick, will be about 
100 yards deep. 

During the week several of the colliery proprietors have given their 
men treats by raiiway to Scarborough and other places. To-morrow (Friday) some 
500 or 600 go to the Crystal Palace by the Great Northern, and then spend four days 
in the metropolis. This is as it should be, and shows the good feeling existing be- 
tween employers and workmen. 








DISCOVERY OF COAL NEAR WELLINGBOROUGH.—Some men in 
the employ of Mr. Butlin, of Wellingborough, were on Monday digging trial holes 
for ironstone in a field near Mr. Atterbury’s Lodge, Irchester, when at a distance 
of about 14 feet from the surface they came upon a seam of inferior coal. There 
was first a seam of coal only a few inches thick, thena slight layer of shale followed 
by a second seam of coal about 1 foot in depth; about 1 ton was dug out on Mon- 
day. The coal contains a considerable admixture of earthy substance, is rather 
friable, burns readily, but leaves much ash. Mr. Butlin, who rents the minerals 
of the land, was from home, and therefore the discovery has not been pursued. 
That there may be a deposit of cval in the neighbourhood receives some colourable 
confirmation from the circumstance that some years ago coal was found in Podding- 
ton lordship, although not so good in quality, or of so deep a seam. Is this an indica- 
tion that workable coal is to be found in the county? Although one local geolo- 
gist, Mr. Chas. Jecks, has suggested that the kind of coal known as the Lower 
Oolite may be found in the valley between Harrington and Arthingworth, on the 
Market Harborough’side of the county, we fear the geologists generally will give a 
direct negative to the question. This “find” at Wellingborough may be nothing 
more than a geological “fault.” Mr. Hull, F.R.S., director of the Government 
Geological Survey of Ireland, who has made the question of coal and coal fields his 
special study, has expressed the opinion thet the great English coal field never did 
extend into Northamptonshire. In this he is corroborated most forcibly by Mr. 
Sharp, F.G.S., whose judgment on this question is entitled to the greatest respect, 
for the geology of Northamptonshire hzs received full and able investigation at his 
hands. It is not denied, indeed, that coz.1 may exist at some depth beneath the surface 
of the county, but it is suggested thac it is at such a depth that it would be imprac- 
ticable to work it. Mr. Sharp, in speaking of 30,000/. expended at Kingsthorpe, 
some 20 or 30 years since, in a fruitiess search for coal, says (and he gives geological 
reasons for his conclusion) that it is not impossible that workable coal might be 
found at a depth of 4500 feet below the present shaft at Kingsthorpe—a depth 
“twice that of any existing mine, and reaching far below the point at which, with 
known appliances, it is possible to extract coal.” Whether the Wellingborough 
discovery be due to a “ fault” cr no, it is sufficiently substantial to give encourage- 
ment for a further search-—Northampton Herald, 


CoAL EXPLORATIONS IN LEICESTERSHIRE.— Engineers have been 
busy on the estate of Mr. W. Gilford, at Dalby-on the-Wold, and other places in 
Leicestershire, investigating the allegation that the Midland coal measures extend 
in an almost direct line from near Leicester to Melton Mowbray, and through the 
Vale of Belvoir, embracing an area of many square miles. As the reports made 
are of a highly favourable character, and as the importance of having a coal field 
close to the town of Leicester can scarcely be over estimated, it is proposed to bore 
to a depth of 1000 ft., and to divide the expenses pro rata amongst the landowners, 
Soveral of those most interested have signified their desire to have the problem 
solved in the only practical manner. Mr. Harrison, of the Mining School, Notting- 
ham, is of opinion that ‘‘ coal exists under East Notts and East Leicestershire, there 
being an anticlinal fault throwing out all the measures in the western part of Notts, 
and throwing them all in on the eastern side. From this and other considerations 
he is convinced “that there is an immense coal field stretching along the county of 
Nottingham, by Bingham, through the Vale of Belvoir, as faras Melton Mowbray, 
and will be found at a workable depth.” 


NEw Coat MINE.—About 40 gentlemen connected with the Mid- 
land Institution of Mining Engineers visited Bedworth, near Coventry, on Tuesday, 
for the purpose of inspecting some important mining operations now in progress 
there. It has long been known that this district contains coal, but the seams have 
always been considered poor, and scarcely worth working. Recent discoveries have 
proved that there are about 30 square miles of coal untouched, or 418,000,000 tons 
available for use. A number of shafts have been opened by the Bedworth Iron and 
Coal Company, whose operations are attracting great interest in South Staffordshire. 

Turk Mines Reauiation Act.—At the Dewsbury Police Court, 
Patrick Brannem was charged with neglecting and refusing to extinguish his lamp, 
which was damaged, whilst in the Morley Main Colliery. He was sentenced to 
two months’ imprisonment with hard labour. An explosion of fire damp o:curred 
in this same mine in October, 1872, by which 30 lives were lost. 

SaLtT.—The invention of Mr. J. BowpeEN, of Canonbury, consists 
of—1.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


There is little fresh to report with respect to the Belgian coal 
trade. The convictions entertained with regard to the future appear 
to be unaltered ; Gerinan and English coal continues to arrive freely, 
and if the pretensions of producers are maintained, the hopes of 
consumers also remain unabated. Concessions of prices are made as 
regards important contracts, but these concessions are not sufficient 
to check English and German imports. Sugar manufacturers are 
only purchasing the supplies which they indispensably require, and 
several of them are said to be addressing themselves preferentially 
to England. At Mons stocks are accumulating; the accumulation 
is not denied, but the cause assigned is the closing of the eanal, and 
the difficulty of making deliveries by railway. Complaints are made 
that the miners work very little. Coke of good quality has been 
offered at 34s. 41. per ton. As an illustration of the depression pre- 
vailing in the Belgian glass tra‘le, it is stated that there were 165 
glass furnaces in activity in October, 1872. in the arronlisement of 
Charleroi, and that since then from 60 to 70 of these furnaces have 
been extinguished. The monthly consumption of coal by each glass 
furnace is estimated at from 275 tons to 300 tons per month. The 
supply of miners in the Charleroi group is now expected to in- 
crease, as men who have been employed in brickyards are returning 
to the mines.

Several agents of English houses have visited the northern | 


trade. 
departments, and considerable purchases of English coal have been 
made. At Paris, also, English eval is in considerable favour; most 
of the contracts concluded with Belgium are made with concessions 
from the official rates; more supplies have come to hand of late by 
water than by railway. The directors of the collieries of the Pas 
de-Calais have held a meeting at the Prefecture of Arras; the object 
of this meeting was to determine the subvention to be paid by each 
colliery for deepening the canals of the northern district. The French 
Minister of Public Wor ss has ordered a special enquiry into the coal 
question in France, independently of the enquiry decreed by the Na- 
tional Assembly. The imports ~oal into France in the first six 
months of this vear present if 210,000 tons as compared 
with the correspon ling perio: of . The total amount of theim- 
ports uf coal into France in the first half of 1873 was 3,486 200 tons. 
The imports of coke into France in the first half of this year present 
an augmentation of 40,000 tons as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1872. The exports of coal from France in the first half of 
this year amounted to 431,100 tons, showing an increase of about 
100,000 tons; this augmentation was almost exclusively attributed 
to the deliveries to Italy, which amounted to 147,000 tons. Upon the 
whole, coal does not appe have been so scarce this vearin France 
as in the latter half of 1872.

The bluish colour is 
due to the reducing power of the organic matter, chiefly vegetable 
fibre, acting upon the salts of iron present, and which, chiefly as sul- 
phurets of iron, have become the principal cementing material, by 
the action of which the gravel and sand are compacted into a firm 
conglomerate, so strong near the “bed-rock” as sometimes to re- 


| quire the use of gunpowiler to prepare it for the action of the water. 


When exposed to the action of the air and atmospheric waters this 
blue colour disappears, an‘ the mass becomes yellowish and reddish, 
and sometimes brilliantly coloured with various tints of purple and 
red. It loses, at the same time, a great part of its firmness, and often 
crumbles to powder, even the pebbles of a certain kind slacking to 
a sandy consistence. The blue colour has no necessary connection 
with the presence of gold, the fact being that the deposit is richer 
in gold as it nears the “ bed-rock,” and the cementing material is 
bluish only because it has been been beyond oxicdising influences. 


The “Great Blue Lead” is a term employed by miners to distin- | 


guish those portions of the alluvium which are found to rest ina 
well-defined channel on the “ bed-rock,” which, not without good 
reason, is assumed to have been the path or channel of an “ ancient 
river.” That there were many of such ancient rivers is clearly proved 
by what isalready known of the topography of that portion of the gold 
There are obvious reasons 


than the general surface beyond their banks. The boundary of the 


rock where the stream commences is known a: the “rim rock,” | 


and is always found, when it is first uncovered, as well as the trough 


or channel, well worn by running water, containing cavitities and } 


“ pot-holes” where the force of the stream eddies. The width of 


these channels is found to vary from 400 to 800 feet, and the blue | 


cement in them is always richer than it is found to be elsewhere. 
It is in these old channels that the gold is oftentimes found in such 
abundance as to justify the cost of extracting by drifts or tunnels, 
in the ordinary methods of mining, removing only the few feet (Sor 
10) next the “bed rock,” and working itin cement mills. The chan- 
nels are traceable for miles, marking the direction of the flow of the 
ancient river. P 

ie “bed-rock” is what the name implies—the sole, or basis, on 
which the gravel rests, and it varies, of course, with the genera, geo- 
logy of the country. At Smartsville it is a compact, fine granular 
greenstone or trap; inthe neighbourhood of North San Juan, Nevada 
county, it is granite, or rocks of the granitic family, succeeded by 
serpentine or talcose rocks; but whatever the basement or “ bed- 
rock” may be it is invariably, when first uncoverel, found to be 


smoothly worn by water, and the direction of the current may be | 


seen by the course of the deeper grooves, the magnetic direction of 
which is generally north to north-west.

SILVER MINING IN COLORADO—CARIBOU MINE, 
Among the earlier golds -rs in Colorado Territory were Samuel 
P. Conger and Ulysses Pugh. 
spent a fair share of his time in the Rocky Mountains, north-west 
of Denver. Gold was now found in paying quantities, and Conger 


being no practical miner had no idea of the value of the ore which 


he occasionally picked up. In 1864 he showed Mr. Pugh a piece of 
blossum rock which he had found near Caribou, and in the following 
year Pugh, Hiram, Perrigo, and Lang visited the spot, and after 
some trouble found a vein or crevice. The party sunk a shaft seve- 
ral feet, and struck the ore—the Conger loue—but as it was not 
gold they left it, and prospected in the vicinity. Soon afterwards 
they ran upon another lead, found the crevice—the Perrigo lode— 
and discovered the precious metals. Pugh says it assayed rich in 
gold, but the mine has turned out but little money, One Sunday Pugh wandered 
off to the Arapahoe mountain, and at one place he found that a mass of stone had 
slid from the side of the mountain into a canyon, leaving a clean crevice of ore— 
the iron lode—ex posed to view in the solid rock. The whole matter soon after fell 
into abeyance until 1869, when during the registration proceeding and election a 
crowd of miners came together in the Mountiin House Precinct, in Gilpin county, 
and Conger was among them. As usual their conversation ran upon ore and lodes, 
and the luck attending different prospectors. Each man had his pockets filled 
with mineral specimens, and each had his own little story to relate. There were 
mysterious hints of the richness of various unknown mines. Some of the speci- 
mens were pronounced unusually rich, while others were said to be worthless. A 
man named Wagner exhibited a remarkable piece of silver ore, which he said was 
taken from a mine in Nevada. The miners inspected it. Experts declared it 
would turn out thousands of dollars to the ton. Sam. Conger examined the speci 
men with much curiosity. ‘‘ [f that is silver, 
mountain full of it. I have seen rock lyingon the surface as rich asthat.” He as 
sured several of his mining friends that he knew of a lead even richer than the 
Nevada ore. He had discovered it while hunting in the Boulder mountains. 
Organising a party, Conger struck out across the country for the deserted gold 
mines of 1865. Perrigo, having married and settled, described the deserted shaft 
in the mountain to W am Martin, an energetic young miner, and he, with Lytle 
and Lang, paid it a visit. Some ore was raised and taken to Hill s reduction mills. 
at Black Hawk. While Martin and his party were working the shaft Conger and 
put in an appearance Sam had told Lytle of his discovery, and he was surprised 
to find him working in the Conger shaft. He appeared o think that the diggers 
were taking an unfair advantage of him. They said that they had no wish to shut 
him out, and took him and his comrades in partaership. Sam then advised them 
to stop working the Conger. He said that he had found a lew a few hundred 
yards to the north of the shaft which promised richer results if they could only 
drop upon the crevice. Martin accompanied him to the spot 
The pink blossom rock lay in great profusion on the side of a hill covered with 
firs and pines. Conger thought that the crevice would be found by digging under 
the blossom; but Martin's experience in the Snake River country taught him dif 
ferently. Hehad known cases in which the blossom rock had slid to the foot of 
the hill, leaving the ore exposed at the top.

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THE NOVA SCOTIA GOLD REGION—No. IV. 


The official views of Mr. SeELWyN* regarding the existence of 
alluvial gold in Nova Scotia are peculiarly valuable, inasmuch as he 
confirms the previously expressed conviction of J. ARTHUR PHILLIPS, 
author of “The Mining and Metallurgy of Gold and Silver,” of the 
late AUGUSTE MICHEL, who had had many years practical experi- 
ence in alluvial mining in South America,and other writers (among 
whom notably A. HEATHERINGTON, of Halifax) who have insisted 
that alluvial gold must of necessity occur where the disintegration 
of auriferous quartz rock had for centuries been taking place. Mr. 
SELWYN first compares Nova Scotia with Australia, where he so long 
resided, and where during the first eight years of his directorship of 
the Geological Survey alluvial mining was alone prosecuted, and he 
observes that the principal difference appears to be the prevalence 
in the former of long narrow lakes, pools, and swamps in place of 
the similarly shaped dry grassy flats and flat-bottomed gulleys (often 
almost as level as lakes), which characterise the Australian districts, 
and in which the rich runs, leads, or gutters of alluvial gold are found 
by sinking through the alluvions to the bed-rock, which generally 
protrudes in ledges along the margins of the flats and in the adjoin- 
ing hills. “If we assume,” he says, “the lakes and swamps in Nova 
Scotia to represents the flats and gulleys in Australia, there are no 
apparently important differences in the geological conditions pre- 
sented in the two regions. It becomesa question, therefore, whether 
rich deposits may not underlie many of the lakes and swamps of 
Nova Scotia, as they do the flats and gulleys of Australia; and if so 
whether they could be profitably mined. To do so it might be ne- 
cessary to drain the surface water, but this would depend entirely 
on the depth beneath the lake-bed of the old channel or gutter.”— 
“The reason which has been given, and apparently very generally be- 
lieved, why no considerable quantity of alluvial gold is likely to be 
found in Nova Scotia, viz. :—that over the greater part of the country 
the superficial accumulations of gravel have been removed by com- 

atively recent denuding agencies—hascertainly no foundation in 
act; and I can confidently assert that bare rock surfaces are not 





more prevalent in the gold districts of Nova Scotia than they are in 
similar districts in Australia. It is incredible that in the latter 
country the gold-bearing veins should be invariably accompanied by 
rich alluvial deposits, while in Nova Scotia the detrital deposits, 
which certainly occur under precisely similar conditions, should be | 
almost as invariably unproductive. I do not believe in any such | 
anomaly, but think that the whole secret of the matter lies in the 
fact that, owing to obvious local circumstances, they have never yet 
been sought for with that degree of enterprise, intelligence, and per- 
severance which the investigation demands. It is stated that sur- 
face leads have occasionally been found, and have been followed for 
limited distances into gradually deepening ground, with highly pro- 
mising indications, when the influx of water being too great to be 
overcome by manual labour with an ordinary bucket and windlass, 
the ground was at once abandoned. Under such circumstances it is 
not surprising that no all

The search has never been con- 
ducted on any detined system or principle, and was, therefore, not | 
likely to effect more than it has done—prove the presence of parti- 
cles of gold in almost all the superficia! sands and gravels which have 
been examined, and occasionally to such an extent as to be capable 
of being profitably extracted.” Mr. Setwyn further remarks that 
the great quantity of water which would probably be encountered 
in all the deep and low-lying drift deposits in Nova Scotia doubtless 
constitutes a serious hindrance to their being explored by individual 
effort, to which in Australia the original discovery of nearly all the 
principal gold fields is due. They offer, however, he considers, a 
legitimate and exceedingly promising field for combined capital and 
labour skilfully applied, and it is certainly remarkable that so little 
attention has hitherto been bestowed uponthem. After reference 
to the fact, quoted in Dr. Hunt’s report, that the late Mr. MICHEL 
strongly urged the importance of searching for alluvial gold beneath | 
the glacial drift or boulder-clay of the coast, where, as Dr. Hunt | 
remarked, the gold aliuvions “ may reasonably be expected to be of | 
great richness,” the learned author states that he did not see any 
localities in Nova Scotia where the hydraulic methods of washingin 
use in California and Australia could be successfully adopted, because 
the recent gravels appear for the most part to lie in depressions 
which are below the present drainage level of the country; and 
seldom on hills, or in elevated terraces along the sides of the valleys; 
but he observed places that appeared to present all the conditions 
required for the occurrence of rich alluvial diggings; yet, so far as | 
he could learn, no attempts had been made to test them, although 
they lie in close proximity to quartz veins which haveafforded large 
returns, and the abrasion of which in past times must have contri- | 
buted to form the detritus in the aljacent depressions. Having now 
placed the most important extracts from Mr. SeLwyn’s report before 
the readers of the Journal, in the next number we propose to review | 
the same in its commercial bearing.
